N rl:e lift Chapter I treated of the Defire that youny 
Ncn and Virgins have to murual Embiaces; and a 
wha: Ape they are fit for them : I have alſo fſhew'd tharf 
thoſe Pleaſurcs zre only laivfully to be erjoy'd in a Nar- 
ried Scate ; and have ajſo acquainted my Rezder with thaF" 
Advantage of ſuch a Condirion, Bug fi:ce the Defires offf* 
many zfrer mutua] Embraces are ſo imperuous, rhat not 
having an Opportunity to enter into a Marriad State, rhey 
bave anticipated the Pleaſures of Matrimony and loft thei 
Virginity before-hand ; and yet perhaps have afterward 
pretended to bring their Virginky to a Marriage-bed ; b 
avthich means many an honeſt Man has been deceiv'd, and 
mere(ricious Women eſcap'd with Impunity. And yet 
on the other hand, ſome vertuous young Virgins, that 
hare indeed come ſuch unto their Husbands Beds, have 
been accuſed by the Ignorance and Incredulity of thei 
Husbands to have loft their Virginity before-hand, whe! 
it hes bcen no ſuch natter. Therefore to do Right uf: 
this Caſe to both Parties, my Deſign in this Chapter is tt 
fhew what Virginity is, and wherein Ir confiſts 3 ho 
many Ways it may be loſt ; and how a Man may knoi 
whether 1t be loft or not: That ſo Women may not | 
wrongfully cenſur'd, or Men impos'd upon.
